BLUE AND GRAY MEET 


AGAIN AT BULL RUN 


Manassas, Va., July 21.— An arm y 
cif peace took possession of Manas­ 
sas today. Thousands of men wear­ 
ing the blue and the g»*ay filled the 
old town. On tilt battlefield of Bull 
Run. near by was to be seen the 
(panoply of war, but the implements 
of death and destruction were not 
there for the purpose that took them 
-there fifty years 
ago. 
Nevertheless, 
they were reminders of those bitter 
days when thousands of the youth of 
the north and the south gave 
up 
their lives in the first great battle 
of the civil war. 
Manassas was beautifully and 'pro­ 
fusely decorated in honor of the vet­ 
erans and of President Taft and oth­ 
er notables who came to participate 
in the 
semi-centennial 
celebration. 
Many of the visitors reached town 
yesterday, while the morning trains 
from Washington. Richmond and the 
west added thousands to the invad­ 
ing host. 
There was 
no 
regular 
program 
mapped out for the forenoon. It was 
“go as you please" with the visitors 
and they took in the sights with a 
vigor that was remarkable, consid­ 
ering the age of the veterans and 
the fact that many had come from a 
great distance. 
View Old Battlefields. 
At daybreak almost the crowd be­ 
gan to move toward the historic bat­ 
tlefield. M o tf^ c a rs and all varieties 
of vehicles were pressed into service 
The battle memorials were inspected 
and every bit of rising ground was 
climbed to get a clear view of the 
field where the sons of the nation's 
best men went out for their coun­ 
try's cause, and where the confed­ 
erate troops 
fought 
valiantly 
for 
what they thought right. The great 
majority of th e veterans 
had 
not 
visited the field since they fought in 
it. 
It was rem arkable how long and 
well ’ the soldiers remembered every 
spot, every move, every order, every 
incident of the great conflict. They 
gathered in groups and pointed out 
to the wives, daug iters and sons who 
accompanied them the -places where 
this or that commander held the en­ 
emy back so long. They talked of re­ 


serve corps and 
attacks 
on 
their 
right; of cavalry 
charges 
and 
de­ 
fense by the left. As they wandered 
around they would see a monument 
or a m arker on which the inscription 
would particularly attract their at­ 
tention. They would figure out among 
themselves, throwing statistics to the 
winds, how many men were left of 
each brigade, regiment or company 
when the battle was over. 
This afternoon 
the veterans and 
their friends returned to town for 
the formal exercises of the day. The 
exercises were of a simple but very 
impressive character. The speakers' 
stand was located at the junction of 
Lee avenue and G rant avenue. Here 
President Taft, Governor 
Mann 
of 
Virginia, 
Congressman 
Carlin 
and 
other speakers of the day addressed 
a large and attractive audience. The 
speakers’ stand was decorated with 
the red. white and blue of the star 
spangled banner, entwined with the 
confederate battle flags, showing the 
peace and harmony existing between 
the two. Assembled about the stand 
were hundreds of men wearing blue 
coats and brass 
buttons 
who 
had 
fought for the union; there were oth­ 
er hundreds in gray suits and gray 
caps who had fought for the con­ 
federacy. 


SOCIALISTS WANT CONGRESS 
TO CONTROL POTT. CO. 


Shawnee. Okla.. July 22.—Declar­ 
ing that the -People’s money i* being 
recklessly spent 
and that the city 
employes are unable to get their pay. 
the Pottawatomie county socialist or­ 
ganization adopted strong resolutions 
at a meeting here, asking the United 
States congress to take control of the 
city and county governments. 
The 
resolutions have been forwarded to 
Congressman Victor L. Berger, !a So­ 
cialist, with recommendations that he 
take the m atter up with congress. 
The political conditions of the « ity 
and county are such at the present 
time, it is clanned in the resolutions, 
that the socialists ask the federal gov 
ernm ent to come in and take charge. 
It is desired that the government ad­ 
minister the affairs of the city and 
county “financially, judicially and po­ 
litically.” 
The meeting was one of the largest 
attended by members of the Socialist 
party, in the history of the country. 
Speeches were made during which in- 
flamatory references \ver£ made con­ 
cerning tn administration of county 
and municipal affairs. Grat empha­ 
sis was laid on the allegation that 
money for public 
uses 
was 
beinfc 
spent without regard to economy or 
betterm ent of conditions that needed 
improvement. 
The present tax system was de­ 
nounced as exorbitant and especially 
were the high taxes in Pottawatomie 
county condemned.

SUPREME COURT SUSTAINS 
OKLAHOMA GAME LAW 
Oklahoma City, Ok., July 22.—The 
state Fish and frame Department is 
greatly 
pleased over the action of 
the United States supreme court of 
appeals in sustaining the state law 
which m akes the shipping of game 
killed out of season to points out­ 
side the state illegal. 
The point was decided in coniiec 
tion with the case of a man who was 
convicted 
of 
shipping 
quails 
from 
Blaine county to Chicago, alleged to 
have been killed out of season. The 
circuit 
court 
of appeals 
not 
only 
upholds the Lacy act by which con­ 
gress made it unlawful for any per­ 
son to ship interstate any game con­ 
trary to the game laws of any state. 
The court also sustained the feature 
of the Oklahoma law which requires 
that packages or shipments of game 
m ust be marked as to the kind of 
game being transported before offer­ 
ed for shipment. 


WICKERSHAM SAYS THAT 
THE TRUSTS WILL DISSOLVE 
Hancock, Mich., July 21.—-Big com­ 
binations like the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany and the tobacco “tru st” are to 
be split up into a number of sep­ 
arate 
and 
distinct 
parts, 
“without 
connection or monopoly power.” This 
was the prediction made in an ad­ 
dress here today by Attorney Gener­ 
al 
Wickersham, 
answering 
“people 
who are baying the decisions of the 
supreme court don’t really mean any­ 
thing.” 
‘Don’t believe any such talk.” de­ 
clared the attorney general to the 
crowd assembled here for H ancock’s 
“home coming celebration.” Criticism 
seeking tof minimize -the value of the 
suprem e court decisions came large­ 
ly, he added, from those who would 
like to em barrass the administration 
with the sort of “general assault on 
all business which would compel ev­ 
ery business man to turn to the oth­ 
er party for relief.” 
Praises President Taft. 
Incidentally, Mr. Wickersham took 
occasion to trace the guiding hand 
of President Taft in the policy of 
the department of justice, concluding 
his speech with the rem ark th at ‘no 
m atter who should be at the head of 
that department so long as William 
H. Taft was president no other pol­ 
icy could obtain.” 
Mr. Wickersham the ngave an ac­ 
count of the activities of the “People’s 
law office.” the Department of Ju s­ 
tice.

Shawnee. Ok., July 22.—The board 
of directors of the National Farm ers’ 
union has selected Shawnee for the 
annual meeting, beginning Sept. 3. 
Twenty-three 
states 
have 
F a n n e rs’ 
Union organizations and at one time 
the total membership was reckoned 
at 2,000,000. At this time, however, 
the 
dues-paying 
membership 
is 
smaller. Charles S. Barrett of Union 
City, Ga.,* is 
president, and A. G. 
Davis of Rogers, Ark. is secretary 
of the national organization. Union 
City. Ga., is a Farm ers’ Union town, 
where are located a number of fac­ 
tories operated by the union on the 
co-operative basis. During his visit 
to the Oklahoma union meeting two 
years ago President Barrett made a 
general report upon the industries, 
the business they were doing, and 
what they had done to reduce the 
price of material to the farmer. They 
are also said to be good-paying in­ 
vestments. President 
Barrett 
urges 
Oklahoma to begin along the line oth­ 
er states had through such organiza­ 
tion, to protect themselves. 
The state union, 
under 
call 
of 
Campbell Russell, who is president, 
meets here, beginning Aug. 15. At one 
time the state organization had on 
the rolls 38,400 names of dues-pay­ 
ing members, but today it is about 
3,000. At the meeting this year an 
effort 
will 
be made -to inaugurate 
policies that will revive the organiz­ 
ation to something like its former 
standing, and bring about a 
closer 
union of farm ers for their mutual 
protection. Conditione this year, it is 
believed by the leaders, justify suet 
a course. Farm ers of certain sections 
will probably be confronted with the 
necessity of going elsewhere to pur­ 
chase forage, and it is to their in ­ 
terest, they say, to unite on a com­ 
mon 
agency 
in 
making 
purchases, 
thereby wiping out the middleman's 
profits. Iii other state communities 
certain crops will lie ample another 
element, leaders point out, why or­ 
ganization 
should 
be 
perfected 
to 
protect them in selling. 
A feature of the stare meeting will 
also be an attem pt to launch a gen­ 
eral co-operative policy with regard 
to ginning of cotton and disposition 
of seed. Time 
has 
developed 
that 
seed has a high market value, and 
there is a charge that the producer, 
according to reports of the union, 
rests at the mercy of the crushers’ 
organization. 
In a general way, it is proposed

and manage them for the benefit of 
the membership, as well as the j^ub-

products. 
When the National union gets to­ 
gether crop conditions will be dis­ 
cussed. The national officers are usu­ 
ally well informed as to the pros­ 
pective yields, and will endeavor to 
agree upon marketing policy.

Tulsa, Ok., July 22.—The commis­ 
sioners of Tulsa county will call an 
election l^te in August %r early in 
September to vote upon a good roads 
proposition involving $600,000 worth 
of bonds. A petition asking for the 
creation of a general 
improvement 
district and an election for bonds to 
begin the good roads movement was 
presented to the county commission­ 
ers yesterday and 
they 
took 
ini- 
mediate action upon it, from the fact 
farm ers who have lost their crops 
and will be in need of work are ask­ 
ing that the county begin the im­ 
provement of its roads this fall that 
they may hav^ employment to car­ 
ry them through the 
winter. 
With 
$400,060 voted for road improvement 
tw’o years ago. Tulsa county with the 
success of the proposed bond issue, 
will have $1,000,000 to begin the im­ 
provement of its roads.

Perhaps they 
did not know that, under on unobtru- 
si\e enactment 
of congress, 
every 
able-bodied citizen 
between 
18 and 
45 years of age is enrolled as a sol­ 
dier of the I nited States, under com­ 
pulsion to servo if called upon in 
time of war. 
Bv the new system, copied partly 
from Prussia and partly from Great 
Britain, there are now approximately 
16 million men liable for field duty 
under control of the war department. 
These are divided by law into three 
lines.” 
The 
first comprises 
about 
seventy-eight thousand regulars (77,- 
310 in 10101 who may be increased 
by enlistm ent to one hundred thou­ 
sand. The second 
is 
the 
national 
guard, knowm under the acts of Ie 
>ear, 1908 and 1903 as the organized 
militia, and now numbering 121.580, 
with no limit on its increase. The 
third, created by act of congress, is 
the reserve militia, iniluding every 
citizen capable of bearing arms, and 
estimated at 15,490,000 men. Most of 
these, probably, 
are 
unaware 
that 
they are officially troops in a leg­ 
ally constituted division of the Unit­ 
ed States army. 
The vast body of reserve militia­ 
men is not regarded by the war de­ 
partm ent as part of the militia of the 
states 
but as “federal 
citizen , sol­ 
diery.” a supplement of the regular 
army. This view is taken to escape 
the provisions of 
the 
constitution 
which vest in the states a large con­ 
trol 
over 
their organized 
national
